as Power & Light, in emphasizing 
the »precautions which «should be 
taken when indulging in th»> pop­ 
ular springtime sport of kite-fly­ 
ing. 
Chief among these is to fly 
kites in open spaces where there 
are no electric power lines. Kites 
which fall across, or become en­ 
tangled In. power lines endanger 
the continuity of electric service 
to industries which may be en­ 
gaged in production of vital m a­ 
terials needed in the war effort. 
Another precaution is to use no 
kites

metal

string with wire in it. since metal 
is a conojctor of electricity. 
Flying kites in the ram is also 
considered hazardous since a wet 
kite string is also a conductor of 
electricity.
